Republican Administration 
Approved By The People. 


Indications Are That Majority In The 


House Will Be Retained. 


Despite Enormous Democratic Vote In New York City, Odell Has Been Re- 


Elected Governor Of The State. 


Washington, Nov. 4.—Although the 


returns from the doubtful congression- 
al districts were slow in arriving, the 
indications at midnight were that the 
republicans --would control the next 
•house of representatives 'by a nar- 
row margin. In the present 
house 


•with a members-hip -of 357 the republi- 
cans have 41 majority. Under the new 
apportion the fifty-eighth house will 
consist of 386 members, a majority of 
which is 194. The thirteen southern 
states, not counting West Virginia 
but including Missouri, have 125 rep- 
resentatives. The democrats have car- 
ried 116 of these districts and the re- 
publicans probaoly five, two in Tenne- 
see, one in Kentucky and two in Mis- 
souri, with two in North Carolina, one 
in,yirginia and one in Aalabama doubt- 
ful according to the latest returns. 
To obtain a 'majority in the next house 
it -was necessary therefore for 
the 


democrats to secure seventy-eight 
votes in the north and west. In this 
territory they have at present fifty- 
two representatives. The largest re- 
turns indicate that this strength has 
been, held, with the exception of one 
seat each from Idaho, Montana and 
Nevada, as to which the returns at 
this hour are unconclusive. Adding 
forty-nine to 116 gives the democrats 
165. The returns show that they have 
made a gain of three in Pennsylvania, 
one in Nebraska, one ini Del-aware and 
one in Wisconsin, two in Maryland, 
one in Colorado and probably four in 
New York swelling the total to 178. 
This leaves them sixteen short of a 
majority -with the report in five doubt- 
ful southern districts to be heard from 
and doutotful districts in the north and 
west from -which the returns are as 
yet inadequate, as1 follows: West Vir- 
ginia two; Ohio one; Indiara. two; Ill- 
inois- two; Iowa one; Nebraska one; 
Kansas, one; Minnescta ere; Michi- 
gan one; CaliforuiF. twc; and.' Utah 
one; a total cf twenty-one. The next 
United States senate will be rspublican 
by at least sixteen majority against 
the present majority of twenty.

According to tlv)r calcula- 
tion, the total German population Is 
pretty nearly 90,«)0,000. of whom 10,- 
020,000 are settled in different parts of 
the American continent, principally In 
the United States, C2S,000 In Africa, 
mostly la Cape Colony and the annexed 
Boer states, and ICC.COO In Australia 
and New Zealand. 


Professor Brandl, chairman of the 


German General School association, 
speaking- at the recent colonial con- 
gress, laid stress upon the importance 
of German Instruction in America, the 
promotion of which he strongly advo- 
cated. After observing that at present 
half a million American children i^ere 
being taught In the German language. 
Professor Braadl said: 


Tbe importance of that fact will be 
realized when i^ Is remembered that a 
national civilization la not rooted in th«. 
soil and does not depend upon forms of 
government or upon museums or build- 
ings, but solely upon our language, which 
is the Instrument of thought. Of coftrse 
the struggle Jor existence imposes upon 
our transoceanic brethren the necessity of 
being bilingual. Owing: to their numerical 
weakness, the German colonists are in a 
very difficult position In South America, 
South Africa and Australia, but even 
there efforts are being made to preserve 
the German language and customs -which 
are deserving not merely of admiration, 
but support. 


There Is little political danger, at 


least In this country, from any pan- 
Germanic propaganda. However much 
our fellow citizens of German nativity 
and descent, who form one of the best 
elements In our composite nationality, 
may care for the preservation of the 
language and literature, the customs 
and traditions of the fatherland, -which 
are admirable, there Is no ground for 
fear that in any emergency they wilJ 
ever falter in their loyalty to tbe coun- 
try of their adoption.

"If Great Britain and the United 


States were Joined in the Interests of 
universal peace," said Lord 
Charles 


Beresford In a recent address in this 
country, "and if the rest of the world 
wanted to light these countries, then 
let the rest of the world look out." 


It is hardly likely that the rest of 


the world will ever "want" to fight at 
allied Great Britain and United States 
An alliance between them would, if 
the American nation came anywiieri 
near maintaining a naval strcngtu pro 
portionate to its commercial position 
render tbe appearance of armed ship 
of any other nation on the sea a mere 
impertinence, but there will never be 
nny formal alliance. It Is evident that 
even Lord Charles Beresford, who is a 
;.Teat partisan of the United States, 
never expects any such alliance. The 
thing which he has In mind is a per- 
fectly practicable and desirable thing— 
a moral understanding, a sympathetic 
juncture of purposes, in favor of peace 
ii II over tbe world. 


Lord Beresford's idea is good aud is 


generally shared by tbe people of this 
country, who desire not merely pax 
Amerlcana-Britannica, but peace unl 
valsal. 


When "Sapho" was produced In Dub 


liu the other night, tbe Freeman's 
Journal and the Independent coTidcuui- 
ed It severely.

It embraces about liS.'H** acres, all 
of whii-h are tilled under his personal 
supervision. About tLrfee-ufihs of this 
area. !s devoted to corn, the balance 
being mainly in pas-tur^s and meadows 
for grazing stuck ai;d raising hay. 
Crops are rotated, so that the land is 
fcept iu a high Matt- of culthatlon. In 
his cornfields Mr. Kankin raises about 
400,000 bushels a year, but that is only 
about half as much a^ he needs to feed 
his cattle. 


He buys all the corn his neighbora 


;wiil sell him and tbeu goes to the mar- 
ket for it. One year lie purchased 
438,000 bushels of corn. He is the- lar- 
gest cattle shipper who feeds his own 
EtocK, and it takes a lot of corn to live 
up to that distinction. At times from 
3,000 to 8,000 baslids of corn are fed" a 
day. 


It takes 25,000 bushels of corn for 


seed. On one acre he raises us much as 
140 bushels of as fine corn RS is raised 
anywhere in the L'nited States. "Thou 
shalt not sell corn" is the command- 
ment which is always remembered on 
the Rankin farm, and, though he has 
raised millions of bushels and bought 
almost as much more, Mr. Rankin has 
never sold an ear of corn. He recog- 
nizes the double profit of feeding it on 
his own premises, and that is one of 
the reasons why he is now a mtllion- 


and the Napoleon of Missouri 


Eankin farm Is separated into 


fourteen divisions, or ranches, of from 
!640 to 4,000 acres, over each of which 
Is a foreman. These nre like the heads 
tof departments in u went mercantile 
or manufacturing establishment. They 
Jiave charge of the employees on the 
respective ranches. They arc educated 
and capable men, and they receive 
from $50 a month to $1,000 a year. One 
of them was formerly a bank clerk. 
iUnder their direction are -00 employ- 
ees, "Who are paid from $23 to $:»U a 
mouth and "found." 


On the fourteen ranches nre about 


thirty-five houses. On each there is a 
good house for the foreman and hl.s 
family and a large house where the 
employees are boarded by the wife of 
one of them, who is paid $2.50 a week 
for each man by Mr. Itunkin.

The time was when the name of 


the Sunilower State was asfcoeiated 
with grasshoppers, cyclones and farm 
mortgages, but that was the old Kan- 
sas—"bleeding," mortgage ridden Kan- 
sas. There is now a new Kansas, the 
picture of which is graphically and 
sympathetically drawn by Charles ilo- 
reau Harjjer in the Atlantic Monthly. 


It is usual to ascribe ail the prosper 


Ity that has eoiue to Kansas to the 
good crops of the- past few years. 
Good crops were, of course, an impor- 
tant factor, but Mr. Ilarger points out 
that much of the present prosperity Is 
due to the -.hrift, economy and deter- 
mination of the people. Those v.-ho 
Trent through the- dark days from the 
bursting of the "bcon»" In 1SS7 until 
the clouds lifted a decade later ac- 
quired a hatred of debt in every form 
They made a vow that when the cred- 
itors were satisfied -Kansas would nev- 
er again be mortgaged to the east. 
They have kept the vow, assisted, of 
course, by nature's bounty and the es- 
pcrionce acquired in mastering the in- 
tricate problems of western develop- 
ment 


In the five years ending -with the crop 


of 1901 Kansas raised 323,176,404 bush- 
els of wheat and GS1,432,OOG bushels 01 
corn. 
Tha average annual yield of 


wheat for tea ye::rs wns 4'J,430,3G4 
bushels and of corn l-12,S."(J,o53 bush- 
els, the average total value of both 
crops being over SCO.000,000. The av- 
erage total product of farm and ranch 
for twenty years has been "$142,SG1,3SO 
annually. 


In addition to these bumper crops 


the state has mads a magnificent show- 
Ing in finances. It has paid off nearly 
all its mortgages, has built costly 
schools and other public buildings and 
has money in the bank. In December, 
1SOC, the state banks had on deposit 
$14,533,000: in September, 1001, they 
had $42,000,000, while the national 
banks had ?45,GOO,COO more. 


Kansas has many flourishing manu- 


factories in her towns, but it is not the 
destiny of Kansas to be a manufactur- 
ing state, says 3Ir. Harger, The Kan- 
sa n will try no more to make farms of 
the short grass country nor to build a 
metropolis at every crossroads. 
After 


three decades of trial he will pin his 
faith to "mixed farming," to grazing, 
to cattle, horses, sheep, wheat and mil 
let, alfalfa and corn, cows and soy 
beans, windmills aad hay.
